Major Tom Williams some timo ago 


told me the story of, one of Oolonel Gib 
Wright's>ad ventures in South Carolina 
IB the closing months of tho war. 


It seems that General Kilpatrick, the 


Federal cavalry commander, had cap- 
tured a number of Confederates, and 
Wright was anxious to rescue them. He 
called for, volunteers to go with him 
into the enemy's oamp at night and 
picked out the men he needed from 
those who responded. 


The Federal troopers were snoozing 


quietly in their camp and on both sides 
of the road leading to it, and their pris- 
oners dozed by a fire near the center. 


Just how they got there would be 


hard to explain, but shortly after mid- 
night Gib Wright, at the head of a few 
men, rode at a gentle pace into the camp. 


The drowsy Federals took them for a 


party of their own men returning from 
a scout, and paid no attention to them. 
Everything was working smoothly .until 
one of the prisoners caught- a glimpse of 
the newcomers. The fellow lost his head 
and rained the whale bnsineasM, He leap- 
ed to his feet and looked into the fades 
of the advancing Confederates. 


"Horray, boysl" he shouted in his 


delirious delight. "Hang me, if there 
ain't old Gib Wright and his crowd. 
Durned if the whole Confederate army 
ain't right behind him 1" 


The prisoners all rushed forward with 


the regular rebel yell, and the sleeping 
Federals suddenly became very wide 
awake From every side they showered 
bullets on their visitors, and Wright 
and his men had almost a miraculous 
deliverance. 
Several were killed and 


wounded, but the leader and the ma- 
jority of the riarty managed to get 
away.—Allapt"1 constitution

Been passed every ship's boat has swu»g 
from its Davits into the -water, and a 
minute later every boat is thoroughly 
provisioned and watered. Within four 
minutes, and often in much quicker 
time, every man of the ship's company, 
from the commanding officer down, is 
occupying the station in the boat called 
for by his ship's number, and 'then the 
command 'Sheer off!' is given. The 
boats are hauled away a couple of hun- 
dred feet from the deserted vessel, and 
she rides without a human soul aboard 
her, often, when the drill is gone 
through in midocean, in a sea that the 
landsman would account terrific. 


"Then the word'Board!' is passed, 


and within eight minutes at the most 
all hands are not only on hoard again, 
but every boat has been relashed to the 
davits, all of the provisions, water, in- 
struments and other gear have been re-, 
moved, and the ship's company is in a 
fair way to get to sleep again."

Not only have the gnu* 
improved, but alao all their accessories, 
especially powder and projectile* The 
smokeless powder of the present hu 
changed the conditions of war almost 
as mncb as modern armament. 


Keeping Hep with these advances 


have bean those mad* in the various 
classes of projectiles. Eren the smallest 
of these, with its case hardened ballet, 
la far ahead of the old fashioned lead 
bullet used in the small arms of 80 
years ago. 


One of the most effective of modem 


projectiles is the shrapneL It is one of 
the forma of case shot The others were 
the old fashioned grape and canister. A 
case shot may be said to be a collection 
of missiles in a case, which breaks up 
•liber in the gun or at some point in 
flight, thus setting free its death deal- 
ing particles. 


As soon as the case is broken each of 


these particles goes on a separate path, 
and it's a sorry day for the man struck 
by one of them. Atlof these falling 
upon a piece of level ground wotrfd 
mark out an irregular oval, whose area 
varies with differing conditions. It has 
been found that the best point to burst 
the shrapnel is about six yards above 
and 60 in front of the enemy. 


Colonel Shrapnel of the British serv- 


ice fint invented shrapnel in 1808. This 
early form consisted simply of a spher- 
ical shell filled with bullets and a burst- 
ing charge of powder in the spaces be- 
tween. This was a crude invention, 
which scattered the fragments too much 
and was liable to go off when not ex- 
pected and not do so when desired. 
This form was Improved upon during 
our civil war, and the modern shrapnel 
can be considered the moat dangerous 
of all life destroying projectiles. It con- 
sists of three parts—the tube, the base 
and the head. The powder charge is in 
the base, which is firmly attached to 
the body either by electric welding or 
by screwing. Leading from the base 
through the center of the body is a tube 
Which is also filled with powder, which 
is ignited by the fuse at the point of the 
shrapnel and carries the fire to the main 
charge. Between 300 and 800 bullets 
rest upon a diaphragm just over the 
powder charge. These are held in place 
by a matrix of rosin which is melted 
and poured upon the bullet* when in 
place. A skeleton case of oast iron con- 
taining receptacles for each bullet is 
sometimes used instead at the rosin. 


The head is put on in the same man-
